Archaeologists here have stumbled 


upon a 
ground mint believed 


500-year-old 


secret under- 
to have been used in 


a form of “economic warfare” during the 


Middle Ages. 


Theit theory is that the mint, found in 
a large cavern 20 metres (about 66 feet) 
below ground, belonged to a group of 
Czech nobles who were trying to overthrow 


the ruler of Bohemia. 


It ks believed: that they em- 
ployed a band of forgers, work- 
Inge by lanterndycht tn this 
dingy den, to Qeod the country 
with valueless colns, fy a bid 
currency and 

chaos and 


tu debuse the 
cause economic 
unrest, 

The cave is one of a network 
ino a AMM called othe "Golden 
Horse’ at Keneprusy, about 
22 miles from here. [ts 
name dates back to a period 
lefore Christ when Celts In- 
habled Uhe area mid used to 
make siterifces to iw horse pod 
on fhe hall, 


Primitive Coins 


Archacologista completed thelr 
reseurches in the cave during 
Ausust ond then prepared to 
open tt to the public, Under 
debris, they found — primitive 
equipment and heaps of wiiter= 
ing coins, Just as the foryers 
had left them. The coins were 
marke Of Copper, ut conted with 
ver lo make them bok like 
tho silver coins, enlled 
parvis, whieh were at that 
tine the official curvency of 
Bohemia, 

Like the genuine coins, the 
forgeries bore the imprint of a 
Hon im a cirele, The archaco- 
logists found the stamp which 
the forgers used for this. 

There wos also a woacen 
minting block covered — with 
copper cuttings, an oven for 
melting sliver, strips of copper 
and piles of half-finished cols 
und rejects, Eight small bails 
of different sizes, made of tule, 
are believed to have been used 
as _measurt welghts. 

The archacologists believe 
that the forgers got the copper 
tor the coins from kettles, ‘Phey 
cut the kettles into strips, melt- 
ed these into sheets and then 
cut out the coins. Next, they 
hammered the shapes fat, 


'nobles probably hoped to add to 


stamped them with the Hon 
Imprint and coated them with 
mohen silver, Then the coins 
were circulated in nearby 
towns and villages. 

The entrance to the cave was 
a vdrtical shaft about 33° feet 
deep sunk from an casily- 
camouflaged circular hole al 
the surface. 


Hide-Out 


At first, the cave was 
thought to be the hide-out of a 
robber bund which . turned to 
forging ox a lucrative side- 
line, Thia theory probably had 
its origin in a local legend 
dating back to the fifteenth 
century but never considered 
to have any foundation in fact 
until the discovery of the 
cave. 

Tho legend tells of shepherds 
in the area being frightened by 
smoke coming from holes in 
tho ground, One day, a 
shepherd peered into a hole and 
saw a man sitting om a heap of 
silver. According to the 
legend, tha man gave tho 
shepherd a handful of silver 
coing and he became very rich.
